Plants  are  shipped  from 
May  I  st  to  June  I  Oth. 

TERMS 

We  require  a  small  deposit  with  order,  unless  parties 
are  known  to  us,  balance  before  shipment.  We  will 
ship  roots  C.O.D.  in  which  case  the  customer  pays 
the  charges.  No  plants  are  sent  C.O.D.  as  this 
causes  delay.

We  pay  all  ordinary  transportation  charges  on  retail 
orders  amounting  to  $2.00  or  more.  Twenty-five 
cents  should  be  included  with  plant  orders  to  cover 
special  delivery  except  when  there  is  no  special  de¬ 
livery  service  at  your  post  office;  in  which  case, 
send  15  cents  for  special  handling.
